Dear Lab: 


Guess where Sue and I are? 
Inside the hospital compound in 
the interior of Haiti at a most 
remarkable hospital. We have 
not a tooth brush ora change of 
clothes and are in Shower shoes 
and we are here for a week with=- 
out them (clothes). This 
hospital is remarkable. It is 
lovely and practices fine 
medicine with a full lab as up 
to date as ours, which is 
amazing, Since every bit of 
equipment was brought over 
roads only a jeep can use. 
That's how we got here, ina 
jeep with a big red cross on it 
sent by Sister Joan who 
arranged for us to visit the 
hospival. 


When we got here the 
medical director ad all the 
religious people and Dr. &Mrs. 
Mellon (of the Pittsburgh 
Mellons), who donated their 
whole fortunes and work 
16 hours a day here, thought it 
was Divine Providence that we 
stepped out of the jungle. 
Mainly Sue, because they des-= 
perately needed a record 
librarian. They convinced us to 
Stay as we were until a jeep 
went in on Saturday. 


It is a 150 bed hospital. 
The little ones are2to3 ina 
bed. Out patients—handle 
hundreds every day, mostly 
critically ill young children. 
There is an orphanage here for 
unclaimed children who were 
admitted and never called for. 
The social worker carries the 
children on his shoulders from 
village to village, but the 


parents don't claim them 
because they have a chance to 
live if they remain. I did 14 
T.B. direct smears yesterday. 
10 were positive with 8-100 
bacilli per field. 


The doctors, about 10-12 of 
them, open the hospital doors 
at 7 and close it about 9 at 
night with people still out- 
Side with their babies. They 
walk for days to get here and 
camp on the grounds. We get up 
at 6 o'clock. Oye! Oye! Me— 
Ellen! But do I complain? No. 
There is a neat Sister here who 
curses to make Sue and me feel 
at home, and winks at us and 
gossips with us so we'll like 


it here. 
Love,

Dear Lab: 

Ellen's letter says it all. 
It is remarkable and almost 
unbelievable. It is a big crash 
at the reality of life to view 
these hundreds who have waited 
all night to get in (and some= 
times 4 days). I am working in 
some semblance of a record room 
with a 72 year old nun, an 
Indian, and 3 creoles. My job 
resembles that of Juan's, Kitty 
Risi, Clyde, John Baer and Kim 
Barrett. Of these, I feel most 
like Juan. 


Dr. Mellon & Co. are treat- 
ing me like something sainted 
because they need me here so 
much. The nun wants to take me 
to Pittsburgh and teach me more 
before I start, and this I 
probably will do. It's amazing 
work they are doing and the 
hospital is architecturally 
lovely and very clean. There 
are little homes and a maid 
provided for each staff member. 
Ellen and I are actively par- 
ticipating in the swinging 
Social life. Last night we went 
to sing hymns to a guitar witha 
group of happy Mennonites from 
Pa. Tonight we are watching a 
pregnant dog who is groaning 
at our feet. I hope all this 
gets through to you. We are 
really well and seem to be 


happy.

Professionally Speaking 


The fifth floor laboratories of the Research 
Wing are now being remodeled, and construc- 
tion is proceeding on the unfinished shell area 
of that floor. Upon scheduled completion of 
construction, about March 15th of next year, 
Dr. Paul Saville advises that the fifth floor 
will contain modern and complete Bone Me- 
tabolism laboratories, including the Divisions 
of Nuclear Medicine, Chemistry, and Bio- 
metrics. 


Included in the new fifth floor Research 
equipment will be an X-ray unit with digital 
scanning, which was designed by Dr. Edward 
Smith specifically for orthopaedics, and is 
capable of scanning the entire skeleton in a 
few minutes. There will also be a whole body 
counting device for measuring minute doses 
of radioactivity in patients, thus obviating the 
need to collect excretia. The X-ray-scanning 
devices will be operated by Miss Carolyn 
Dilts, R.T., who is now working temporarily 
in the Hospital X-ray Dept. Miss Dilts is a 
radiographer who was trained at Massachu- 
setts General Hospital, and followed this up 
with Radioisotope research at the University 
of Pennsylvania. 


The Biometrics Division headed by Dr. 
Melvin Schwartz, will contain a digital com- 
puter and will also have soundproofed cubi- 
cles complete with the most advanced calcu- 
lating machines. Dr. Saville also points out 
that not only will the entire fifth floor be air 
conditioned, but the air will flow from non- 
radioactive to special low pressure radioactive 
rooms. Among other devices, these radioactive 
rooms will contain absolute filters so that air 
is constantly moving into these rooms, where 
it will be drawn through filters before being 
discharged outside the building. 


Remodeling of the first floor Research An- 
imal Care area is now just about finished and 
will be described in detail in the next issue of 
the “Record and Chronicle.” 


Applied Biometrics Seminar 
Conducted on Thursdays 


A seminar in Applied Biometrics is held on 
Thursdays from 5:30 to 6:30 p.m. The meet- 
ings began October 21st and will be held 
weekly throughout the academic year in 
Room E-407. The meetings are open to all 
interested members of the staff and faculty. 
Dr. Melvin Schwartz is conducting the course 
which emphasizes the practical aspects of sta- 
tistical reasoning, including measurements of 
central tendency, tests of significance, analysis 
of variance, and design of experiments. A 
certain amount of theoretical background will 
be covered, including sampling theory and 
least squares theory, as well as extensions of 
statistical reasoning into areas of chemistry, 
physics, and physiology.

Social Workers Certified 


On July 1, 


1965, Governor Rockefeller signed into law a bill 


certifying social workers. After July 1, 1968 persons wishing to use 
the legal title “Certified Social Worker” in New York State will need 
to have a Master’s Degree from an approved school of social work 
and pass a State examination. Until July 1, 1968 the examination will 
not be required, and in addition to those with Masters’ Degrees, per- 
sons will be eligible for the certificate who have at least a Bachelor’s 
Degree and 15 years of acceptable, full-time social work experience. 


All of the professional social workers in HSS Social Service De- 
partment meet the requirements for certification.
